REMARKS 



In the Office Action of April 19, 2002, the Examiner classified the claims into 
Group I directed to a method of making a magnetoresistive sensor and Group II 
directed to a magnetoresistive sensor. Paragraph 4 on page 3 of the Office Action 
refers to Group I and separates the claims of Group II into 3 species. It appears that 
the reference should be to Group II. In any event, Applicant is provisionally 
electing with traverse to prosecute in this application the claims of Group I drawn to 
a method of making a magnetorestive sensor.
